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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 3-7, 10,12,13,1 7-1 8 and 22 
have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

2. Applicant argues throughout Remarks that the cited art of Wakizaka (US Pat 
6,639,916) in view of Petersen et al (US Pat 6,804,246) fail to teach the added limitation 
of "a control unit used in a multiplexer has a larger value than a control unit timer 
of a asynchronous transfer mode adaptation layer 2 cell streams before said 
multiplexer." 

3. After reviewing previous cited art and Applicants' amendment, Examiner has 
prepared a new rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1,3-7, 10, 12, 13 and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. In the specification, on page 5, Applicant discloses "the 
timer used in the AAL-2 multiplexing unit has a larger value than the CU timer of 
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the parallel data streams before the multiplexing unit," however, Applicant is 
claiming in independent claims 1 , 6 and 7, "a control unit used in a muitipiexer has a 
larger value than a control unit timer of a asynchronous transfer mode adaptation 
layer 2 cell streams before said multiplexer." Examiner questions is that which is 
claimed, equivalent to that which is disclosed on page 5 of the Specification? 
In additions, the phrase " before the multiplexing unit ," a.k.a "before said multiplexer" 
before the multiplexing unit that is disclosed in the Specification is not clearly defined 
in the specification. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1,3-7, 10, 12, 13 and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

8. Regarding independent claims 1 , 6 and 7, Applicant added "a control unit used 
in a multiplexer has a larger value than a control unit timer of a asynchronous 
transfer mode adaptation layer 2 cell streams before said multiplexer," which is 
unclear to Examiner as to exactly what Applicant is claiming. 

It is unclear to the Examiner as to what Applicant is actually claiming because the 
phrase " control unit timer of a asynchronous transfer mode adaptation layer 2 cell 
streams before said multiplexer " is vague. Examiner questions is the disclosed "CU 
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timer of the parallel data streams before the multiplexing unit," the same as 
" asynchronous transfer mode adaptation layer 2 cell streams before said multiplexer," 
which is claimed, and if so, what does Applicant mean by "before said multiplexer?"
